We have reduced the farmer's 
taxes and helped him with schools 
and roads to the extent of $50,000,000 
a year. There is still much to be 
done in tax reduction, and in simpli- 
fying local government and reducing 
its cost.

BLACKJACK POLITICS 
LAID 10 FLORIDA JURY 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. April 23. 
(P)—State’s Attorney Charles M. 
Durrance today faced the Duval 
county grand jury and charged the 
jury had been made “a political black- 
jack” by certain politicians. Fore- 
man Douglas Green declared the ac- 
cusation was “unfounded,” 

At the request of Durrance, who re- 
turned here yesterday from Pensacola, 
where he had been on his campaign 
for the gubernatorial nomination, the 
grand jury was called into court to 
explain its intention to investigate the 
state attorney’s office. 

J. D. Dragones, himself a member 
of the grand jury, asked to be excused 
from service after declaring “politics 
are being played” in connection with 
the jury’s activities. 

In a communication to the co¥rt, 
Green vigorously denied the charges 
made yesterday by Durrance and set 
forth reasons for the investigation, in- 
sisting that Judge DeWitt T. Gray 
appoint “other counsel or state's at- 
torney” to assist it in its delibera- 
tions. 

Taking the request under advise- 
ment, Judge Gray rebuked the jury 
for presenting two secret communica- 
tions, ‘one last Saturday and another 
Monday, which the court declared 
made “unwarranted, unjust and un- 
fair’ attacks upon the court and its 
officers. 

The judge said he did not make the 
communications public because “the 
court owed it to you not to permit 
any paper or communication to be 
published which might subject you 
gentlemen to some civil action by any 
person who may have felt they had 
been libeled in these communications.” 

Both Judge Grav and Durrance to- 
day agreed to reading of the two com- 
munications, but Foreman Green, aft- 
er a session of the grand jury, re- 
fused, saying the jury may not have 
had proper legal advice and that it 
was possible the presentments should 
be handled in another form. Judge 
Gray delivered the documents to Dur- 
rance, who did not read them but re- 
turned them to the court. 

The judge refused a request by Dur- 
ranee to relieve the jury from its oath 
so that its transactions regarding the 
state attorney’s office could be aired 
in open court. The court said it had 
no authority to waive the oath in the 
present case,

Now it has 
turned to threats of violence and oft- 
en murder, and even attacks upon 
children. The home is menaced. 

“Many of our industries are obliged 
to pay systematic, permanent tribute 
under a modern feudal system. In 
this feudal system, however, the over- 
lerd is the criminal leader, without 
merey and scornfully defiant of law.” 

Dr. Hibben, who spoke over a radio 
network from his home in Princeton, 
N. J., deplored the spasmodic nature 
of popular indignation and called for 
an organized, sustained 
against crime.

(?)—Disarmament progresses slowly, 
but it progresses.

Only 1.1 Families Per Dwelling 
In Georgia, Census Report Shows 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—Ac- 
cording to the 15th census of the de- 
partment of commerce, 652,793 fami- 
lies in Georgia are living in 602.468 
dwellings, of which 564.540 are one- 
family dwellings, 32,411 two-family 
dwellings and 5,517 
pied by three or more families, with 
23,431 families, or an average of 4.2 
families per dwelling. The average for 
the state as a whole, however, includ- 
ing the one-family and two-family 
dwellings, is only 1.1 families per 


dwellings occu- |

in the preliminary count for 1930 on 
which the first accounts of the num- 
ber of families have been based. In 
this narrower sense, a family may be 
defined in general as a group of per-

T0 END PREJUDICE 
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‘Vivid Posters Further Work 
Of Seeking To End Wars

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ESIDENT~ THE DISARM 


One of the “‘civilization-destruction” posters which are being dis- 
played throughout the state to further the work of the Georgia Com- 
mittee on the Cause and Cure of War, 


As the result of activities of the 
Georgia committee on the cause and 
cure of war,-impressive “civilization- 
destruction” posters are being dis- 
played throughout the state, it was 
learned Saturday. 

The posters are a part of a nation- 
wide display to focus public attention 
on the disarmament conference of 
world powers now in session at Ge- 
neva. 

In commenting on the display, Mrs. 
J. N. MeBachern, chairman of the 
Georgia committee on cause and cure 
of war, says, “Every man, conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, is feeling the 
crushing burden of war. The world 
staggers under mounting taxation, the 
bulk of which is levied for war in 
some of its phases. In our own coun- 
try 86.9 per cent of each dollar go- 
ing into the United States treasury 
goes to pay for war, wars which 
have been or which may occur in 
the future. War expenditures among 
the nations have steadily increased 
since the World War. In the United 
States, for instance, the increase be- 
tween 1913 and 1930 was 197 per 
cent.” 

“Facts like the following, issued by 
the disarmament education commit- 
tee,” Mrs. McEachern further said, 
“bring home to everyone the cost of 
war: 

‘One week of the World War 
cost the United States a sum suf- 
ficient to build your state and 
in each and every state of the 
Union: Twenty $100,000 high 
schools, 30 $40,000 grade ‘schools, 
10 $100,000 churches and 40 
$35,000 recreation centers, and 
with the money the Great War 
cost the United States for half 
a year a tractor and an automo- 
bile could be bought for every one 
of the 6,500,000 farms in the 
United States, and- there would 
be left—600 million dollars for 
good roads.’ 

“In the Geneva disarmament con- 
ference,” Mrs. McEachern’' contin- 
ued, “the world faces the whole ques- 
tion of war asa means of settling dis- 
pute. We hope the poster display 
will focus the attention of the think- 
ing public on the chance afforded 
through this conference to forestall 
another world conflagration, to make 


some gain in changing the world from 
a war basis to a peace basis, and that 


individuals will express themselves to 
the president in urging our country’s 
leadership to this end.”

CHEERED IN HALL 


Mrs. Edgar Alexander, 
Miss Stella Akin Ad- 
dress ‘Victory Meeting.’ 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., April 23.— 
Addressing a Victory Day audience 
here today, Mrs. Edgar Alexander, of 
Atlanta, national committeewoman for 
Georgia and Miss Stella Akin, secre- 
tary of the democratie state commit- 
tee, aroused intense enthusiasm when 
they spoke of the certainty of demo- 
cratic victory this year, with Gov- 
ernor Franklin D. Roosevelt, of New 
York and Georgia, bearing the demo- 
cratic presidential banner. 

Mrs. Alexander declared that never

The famous scientist of the Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology told a 
University of North Carolina audience 
that “religion and science have be- 
come the two great forces which have 
pulled the world upward and on- 
ward,’ and that the two are intimate- 
ly related. 

“There can be no shadow of doubt,” 
he said, “that the great characteristic 
feature of our times, the one thing 
that distinguishes our civilization from 
all that have preceded it is the dis- 
covery of the scientific method and the 
results that have followed from its 


application.” 
‘That discovery,” Dr. Millikan said, | 


“was made some 300 years ago, but its 
cumulative effects have come only 
within the last century. 


“The scientific method consisted in | 


discarded a priori postulates about 
nature and all complete philosophic 
systems such as all the philosophers 
of the ancient world had started with, 


' discarding likewise all intuitive axioms 


and all authority such as had been 


the foundation of medieval scholasti- 


cism and appealing ‘to the tribunal of 
brute facts,’ facts which bore no re- 
lation to any philosophic synthesis 
then possible In a word, getting 
away from the basis of introspection 
and over to the, basis of objective 
observations. This is the method of 


' science.” 


Dr. Millikan said there had resulted 
from the scientific method “practically 
the whole of modern material civiliza- 
tion in so far as it differs from an- 
ment civilization.

HARRIS AIR FIGHT 


Says He Will Endeavor 
To Prevent Slash in 
Southern Mail Funds. 


WASHINGTON, April 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In the face of the action of 
the senate recently in adopting the 
McKellar resolution ealling for a 10 
per cent cut in the annual expendi- 
tures of the postoffice department, 
Senator Walter F. George, of Geor- 
gia, today was pessimistic over the 
prospects for retaining last year’s ap- 
propriations for air mail activities 
but was hopeful that despite any re- 
duction order a sufficient part of the 
air mail funds would be earmarked 
to take care of existing southeastern 
lines. 

Under the recommendation of the 
administration's budget report the an- 
nual air mail expenditures were cut 
by the lower house from some $20,- 
000,000 to $19,000,000 which south- 
ern operators said would affect their 
services in the section. After the 
postoffice department supply bill went 
to the senate a resolution was adopt- 
ed at the instigation of Senator Ken- 
neth McKellar, of Tennessee, reducing 
the appropriations of the department, 
including air mail, by 10 per cent, the 
effect of which will be to lop off an- 
other $1,900,000. 

While favoring economies in expen- 
ditures of the federal government gen- 


erally, Senator George takes the posi- 


tion that it would be false economy to 
apply drastic reductions—any reduc- 
tion at all, in fact—to air mail op- 
erations, feeling that the presert lines 
constitute an important factor in na- 
tional defense in time of emergency, 
and further that the air mail system 
has not been inaugurated long enough 
for it to stand alone without govern-

Cut in Postal Salaries 
Would Mean $168,000 
Loss to Atlanta Business 


Philippine Independence

Editor Constitution: I have read 
with great interest the letters relative 
to the contemplation of a slash in the 
salaries of government workers by the 


|present congress and can appreeiate 
/your feirness in publishing both sides 


of the question. 

The total number of government em- 
ployes, including the army, navy and 
marine corps, is 1,023,473. Civilian 
employes number 732,460, or nearly 
three-fourths of the million. 

The budget bureau reports that all 
the government services combined re- 
eeive $1,315,.690,467 in salaries, the 
civilian personnel receiving $1.055,- 
970.636. A flat reduction of 10 per 
eent of all salaries of the civilian 
personnel, as has been proposed by 
ene member of congress, would yield 
105.597,063 annually. 

How would a reduction of 10 per 
cent affect the local pay roll? One 
million, six hundred eighty thousand 
dollars is paid in salaries of the em- 
ployes of the Atlanta postoffice. To 
reduce this figure 10 per cent would 
mean a loss of $168,000 to Atlanta 
industry annually. The buying power 
of Atlanta people would be cut to 
that extent. 

I am firmly of the opinion that the 
enactment of such legislation into law 
at the present time would be a mis- 
take. Jt would further retard the na- 
tion's return to prosperity by decreas- 
ing the buying power of 732,460 peo- 
ple. The pressing need is a revival of 
industry and commerce. The buying 
power of Mr. Average Citizen must be 
maintained or restored.

in the number of banks rather than 
loose management or supervision, 

In considering bank failures it must 
be borne in mind that by far the 
larger number of national banks is lo- 
cated in communities having more 
than one bank and especially in the 
larger cities of the country. In nu- 
merous instances banks on the verge | 
of failure have been taken over by 
their local competitors in order to 
save the unrest that failures would 
cause. This, of course, is not true in 
the smaller communities where the 
banks have had to stand on their | 
own resources and in time of trouble 
have not been able to get the assist- 
ance that they could formerly expect 
from the larger banks. 

A fair analvsis of the situation | 
will show that the state and private. 
banks have no cause to be ashamed 
of comparison with their national 
bank competitors and that no mat- 
ter under what supervision the banks 
fall their solvency and right to con-| 
fidence is a matter of good manage-. 
ment which is as prevalent in one, 
class of banks as in another.

During the early part 
of this year. on the second or storage 
Inspection, 270.240 bushels of sweet 
potatoes were certified for plant pur- 
poses. 

A bushel of sweet potatoes produces 
approximately 4,000 plants. At this 
rate the sweet potato plant growers 
of Georgia will produce this year ap- 
proximately 1,080.960,000 plants. 

Sweet potato plants are now being 
quoted in the various farm papers 
from $1.25 to $1.50 per 1.000. The 
season should average at least $1 per 
1,000. 

This heretofore small industry 
should bring to the farmers of this 
state «uring the present season 
$1,080,960. 

It takes approximately 10,000 sweet 
potato plants to plant an acre. The

and sweet potato plants in this state 
and into other states. The laws, rules | 
and regulations of the other states

The value of sweet potato plants is 
due to the fact that, when certified 
under the Georgia rules and vregula- 
tions, they can be shipped into every 
state in the Union. Without this cer- 
titicate, which is made possible only 
by strict inspection and through co- 
of the plant growers, the 
sweet potato plant industry in this 
state would be ruined without the 
hope of redemption, 

In 1931 Georgia sweet potato plants 
were shipped into 3S different states. 

It is difficult to determine the real 


_value of the sweet potato plant indus- 


try to the farmers of the state. Recent- 
lv the state entomologist sent out ques- 
tionnaires to the various farmers who 


grew sweet potato plants. A large ma- 


jority of the farmers stated in their 
replies that it would be impossible for 
them to carry on their other farming 
operations without the income from 
sweet potato plants during the spring 
months when there is nothing else to

It is not possible to say when the 
saturation point of this industry will 
We have seen what over- 
production does to other industries and 
it is hoped that this very profitable 
industry will not suffer the same fate 
as others of a similar nature hare 
suffered in Georgia. 

The growing of sweet potato plants 
is rather a specialized industry and 
requires careful study, strict honesty 
and thorough co-operation with the in- 
spectors from this office. 

A few shipments of plants infected 
with black rot, stem rot, or weevils, 
will cause quarautines to be placed br 
other states and this will be the end 
of the sweet potato plant industry in 
Georgia. A plant “bootlegger’ can 
cause more financial damage than one 
of the ordinary variety. 

All prospective growers and dealers 
should demand certified plants. This is 
the only safe course,

RTANT events of today 
are news. Tomorrow they be- 
come history. If they are of 

sufficient importance they remain 
ag history, to be recalled from time 
to time on through the genera- 
tions, centuries, and ages, as long 
as civilization shal) exist. What 
was big news in former years has 
come down to us today as history. 
A few of the dates of history, fall- 
ing within the week beginning 
today, have been selected at ran- 
dom for the following installment 
of the record of civilization: 


April 24 

1558—Mary Queen of Scots, of 
the house of Stuart, was married 
in France to the dauphin Francis, 
who afterward became King Fran- 
cis Il, Mary was betrothed at the 
age of five and married at the age 
of sixteen. Francis died in 1561. 
The death warrant for Mary was 
signed by Queen Elizabeth of 
England on Feb. 1, 1587, and a 
week later the unhappy queen was 
executed. 

1815—Anthony Trollope, famous 
English novelist, was born in Lon- 
don. He was of a long line of 
literary men, all of whom he ex- 
ceeded in literary fame. He died 
in London Dec. 6, 1882. 

1898—Spain declared war on the 
United States. The next day the 
United States congress declared 
that war had existed since April 
21. Spain was decisively beaten 
on land and sea, with the result 
of ultimate independence for 
Cuba. 
April 25 

1214—King Louis IX. (St. Louis) 
of France was born. He was 
crowned at Reims on Nov. 29. 
1226, to become the ideal king of 
the middle ages. He was the 
peacemaker of Europe and a pro- 
found Christian, taking part in 
two crusades.

IT WAS along in the 1850s that At- 

lanta first began to menace the 

mental peace and the commercial 

prosperity of her sister cities and 
towns in Georgia. In 1837 the menace 
consisted of no more than an engineer's 
stake driven by Stephen Long to mark 
the eastern terminus of the proposed 
state railroad, whose line he had f£ur- 
veyed 

In 1847 a village had 
around the stake and had 
the somewhat fanciful and somewhat 
classical name of Atlanta. In 1857 the 
village had expanded into a town olf 
some 13.000 inhabitants, with four rail- 
roads already built, or under way. 

Still counting by decades, the 
in 1867 was almost a reversion to type. 
Except that virgir forest no longer 
clothed the spot, there remained so little 
of man’s occupancy that it might almost 
be said to have returned to a state of 
nature. Only here and there a war- 
scarred building; a despoiled dwelling. 
Everywhere, blackened chimneys and 
rubbish heaps. The very streets hadlost 
their outlines. As for the railroads by 
reason of which Atlanta had come into 
being. thelr right-of-ways alone sur- 
vived. 

General Sherman, Henry 
Grady, declared with delightful humor, 
was a little careless with fire, displayed 
a passion for thoroughness in other 
matters.

By all accounts a clear thinker, Sher- 
man realized the strategically-valuable 
location of Atlanta to a beleaguered peo- 
ple, and destroved it. But, as Mr. Grady 
later pointed out, this very vigor of 
destructiveness became, in the end, an 
unconscious bit of philanthropy. It 
served to call attention once more to 
the wisdom of Stephen Long's choice 
of a town site. a center for converging 
railway lines, certain to be rebuilt.

How all the more delightful to find 
then, that there is a very small, but 
precious group of houses of ante-bellum

There are three 
which stand. respectively, at the north- 
ern, the eastern and the western limits 
of the city, each perfectly preserved, and 
each widely different in style. Each has 
a war history, having been almost with- 
in the line of fighting in one of the 
batties around Atlanta, and only saved 
from destruction by @ lucky chance. 

Ante-dating the other two by almost 
20 years, is the Solomon Goodwin house 
on Peachtree road, within the DeKalb 
county line. It is a typical pioneer dwell- 
consisting at first of three rooms 
and attic, such as might have been 
found on the coast almost a century 
earlier except that because of the cli- 
mate, the coastal house would have 
stood well above the ground. There is 
nothing Deautiful about the Goodwin 
house, umiess it is a certain forthrigcht- 
ness, a conscious virtue, born of the use 
of sound materials ready to hand.

the Cherokees, who had held this fer- 
ritory, were not finaliy ousted until 1838, 
so it is extremely likely that the first 
neighbors of the Coodwin family were 
red men. The Georgia Indians were 
never migratory to the extent of cthers 
of their kind, living from carliest times 
in log or bark houses. 

Assuming the date of the Goodwin 
house to be contemporary with the pur- 
chase of the land, there were undoubted- 
ly more red men than white passing to 
and fro on the trail leading to the vil- 
lage of The Standing Peachtree and 
northward on the Hightower Trail, 
which now constitute Peachtree road. 

Within the huge chimney of this old 
house there was formerly a crane from 
which the cooking pots were hung. At 
one side of the mantel is a scarred place, 
the ‘mark of federal soldiers bent on 
destruction in 1864. Gunpowder had been 
freely sprinkled about to work a swiit 
demolition, but the pleading of several 
slaves left behind when the family 
refugeed, finally saved the place. 

One of the doors still swings on heavy 
strap hinges, hand-wrought in the fam- 
ily smithy. In lieu of the big English 
locks customarily used at this date, a 
hole bored diagonally in the jamb of 
the door, into which a spike Wé&s in- 
serted, served as a unique form of &e- 
curity. Solomon Goodwin lies in the old 
Nancy Creek churchyard, north of the 
dwelling on Peachtree road. His descend- 
ants still own the house and a bit of the 
plantation.

Westward from Atlanta on the old 
Fairburn road, between Gordon and 
Cascade roads, is the house built by 
Judge William Asbury Wilton, son ol 
James Wilson, one of the early settlers 
of what was first Payette, then DeKalb, 
and now Fulton county. Judge Wilison 
was the uncle of the late Mrs. Joseph 
Madison High, and & man highly esteem- 
ed in both judicial and social circles. 
With one exception, he was the largest 
landowner of his day in this section, 
the exception being Judge Clark Howell, 
father of gallant Captain Evan Howell, 
and grandfather of Clark Howell, the 
present editor and general manager oi 
The Atlanta Constitution. 

Prom available records, the Wilsons 
settled here at about the time the Good- 
wins were getting established northward. 
The house, which is much nearer the 
highroad than when built, was begun in 
1856. and completed two years later. It 
is typical of the better type of planta- 
tion houses, having four large. square 
rooms to each floor, with a wide upper 
and lower hall 

The stairs, simply but graciously pro- 
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rise by essy flights. Each 
room has a gcn2trous fireplace; each 
four windows. Tho woodwork is well 
executed, and the wide pine boards of 
the iloovs, in spite of their use and 
abuse by federal troops, perfectly sounc. 

Notaiing was ever simpler in pian, and 
generally, in execution, than these o!d 
houses so widely cd-stributed throughout 
the cities, towns air’d countryside of the 
south, and su no other form of 
building was ever so @:.logether delight- 
ful. They were cool in summer and warm 
in winter. The thickness of their walls 
insured that. In the Wilson house, the 
walls are 20 inches thick, of rubble stone 
finished in blocked ccncrete, probably 
poured in a Tae kitchen was, of 
cours®, a detached building; but so great- 
ly abused by troops that it was after- 
ward torvn away and was never replaced. 

The preservaiton of the main Cwell- 
ing was in this instance due to the pres- 
ence of a white overseer living in a 
tenen: house on the place, the family 
having refuzced to Covington. Sherman's 
men, moving cn down to Feirburn and 
Jonesboro in the late summer of 1864, 
presented it as a gracious gift to the 
overseer on inei: Gepariure. When ihe 
Wilsons returned, after peace Was de- 
clared, they had some difficultv in 
wresting their property from the self- 
styled owner. 

The house, ike taat of the Goodwins, 
still remains in the family, and a son, 
Manson Wilson, owns a tract embracing 
a good many of the oid acres facing 
Cascace road. Judge Wiison, his father, 
and many members of his family, sleep 
in the little burying ground on a lovely 
Knoll Within sight of the back portico. 

The third in the trio of ante-bellum 
houses, whose pictures appear herewith, 
was the home of Colonel Robert Augus- 
tus Alston, a member of the widely- 
known and respected family of that 
name in Charleston, and a brother of 
Thomas Howard Alston now living in 
Decatur. A daucthter survives him, Mrs. 
Trotter, of Madison, and four nephews 
live in Atlanta: Robert Augustus II, 
Robert Cotton, Philip and Ott Alston. 

Many famous persons have borne the 
name; both drama and tragedy are 
connected with it. Lovely Theodosia 
Burr took it when she became the wife 


of Governor Alston, of South Carolina, 
and later met an unknown death at sea. 
Colonel Alston, of whom we have just 
spoken, met a tragic death on the steps 
of the state capitol, and by a singular 
chance. a law which Colonel Alston had 
been instrumentel in putting through 
the legislature, was the means of se- 
curing for his assassin a sentence to life 
imprisonment, instead of the death 


portioned, 
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penalty. He was a man of large means, 
vide culture, and an exquisite gift for 
the full savor of life. 

The Alston holdings, embracing 400 
acres, lay in DeKalb county and includ- 
ed all the property now owned by tne 
Ecct Lake Club. Where the clubhouse 
and the links are, was the meadow, and 
the homestead, Meadownook, took its 
name from this location. 

All the land within view of the house 
belonged to Colonel Alston. The dwelling 
itself, might at first glance, seem small 
for a man of his eminent position, until 
one remembers that he was not pri¢- 
marily a planter, but a very able lower; 
that both business and pleasure tock him 
frequently away from home; and that 
his house, begun about 1855 and five 
vears in the building, combined some- 
what the functions of a plantation and 
a suburban dwelling, lying not greatly 
distant from either Decatur or Atianta. 

It is a story-and-a-half structure, 
situated on Alston drive, opposite the 
club grounds, but facing west toward a 
grove. In earlier days a long, tree- 
bordered drive led from the front dcor 
to the distant highway. The architecture 
is in the main, Greek revival, that style 
so peculiarly fitted to the needs of the 
southern climate and the southern peo- 
ple. 

Delicate, fluted Doric columns made 
of sclid cypress, form a colonnade 
around the four sides; charming dor- 
mers add interest to the roof at front 
and back: and double-hung windows, 
with old rippled glass panes, extend to 
the floor in the front rooms. A fine old 
peneled door opens into one of the most 
delightful halls imaginable, with a 
winding stair occupying an unbelievably 
small space, and yet managing to be 
sturdy and comfortable and lovely, ail 
at once. 

A Mr, Gunby, of Philadelphia, is 
credited with designing this perfect little 
stair, and a Mr. Erby with the unusual! 


folding door which divides the right- 
hand parlor from the dining room. This 
door is in three parts, and folds back 
upon itself like a screen. At right and 
left of the front hall gre parlors, the 
one at the left having a handsome man- 
tel of veined black Australian marble. 
As Originally built, the house contain- 
ed these two parlors, a bedroom with 
dressing room, a dining room and hal! 
on the first floor, and two light and 
spacious bedrooms in the half-story. 
Connected with the main building by an 
arcaded passageway similar to those 
found at Mount Vernon, was a large 
dining room for the accommodation of 
the many guests whom Colonel Alston 


delighted to entertain, and an outside 
kitchen. 

One of the owner’s most pleasant at~ 
tributes was his hospitality, Jefferson 


Davis, Alexander Stephens, John B. Gor- 
don and Grover Cleveland visited him 
after the war. In fact, everyone of note 
passing through Georgia’s capital in 
those days, crossed the Alston threshold, 
end as a matter of course found their 
way to the state dining room. The stables 
here, filled with the best blooded horses, 
weré famous; so were the library, the 
paintings and the household furnishings. 

Morgan’s cavalry, of which Colonel 
Alston Was a member, was re-formed 


and quartered for some months on the 
estate. When the family was at last 
forced to quit the home, they installed 
in it a family connection who appears 
to have had northern sympathies. To 
this fact alone, we are indebted today 
for this perfect little house. Though 
Union troops were forbidden to destroy, 
they felt free to plunder, and the wale 
nut stair-rail bears the plain imprint 
of gunstocks smashed along its length 
as soldiers wandered up and down. 


What would they not have given to 
have found the wonderful canvases, one 


of them almost certainly a Murillo, and 
for which Colonel Alston had paid 1,000 
pieces of gold in wuadalupe, Mexico, 
which were securely hung between the 
walls during the trying summer of 1864. 
There are bullet scars still to be found 
on the cutside of the house. Several 
Confederate soldiers were brought here, 
where they died of wounds, and were 
buried in the grounds. 

The place has passed out of the Alston 
family, but is most fortunate to have as 
its present owners, Mr. and Mrs. Frank 


C. Eastman Jr. They are fully appre- 
ciative oi the native charm of the house, 
and have restored it beautifully. Mag- 
nificent old boxwood borders the walk 
and banks the foundation; wallpaper of 
the pericd has been hung, and the sweet 
old rooms filled with lovely antiques 
carefully chosen. Mrs. Eastman was re- 
sponcible for the clever idea of utilizing 
one of the spacious dormers as an up- 
stairs bathroom, and a second bath has 
been added in the downstairs dressing 
room. 

A modern heating plant has been in- 
stalled, and the little house stands today 


a most comfortable and practicable 
home, sound in all its members, yet ree 
taining the mellow flavor of its years. 
It was not for nothing that months were 
spent in turning out the stout wooden 
pins with which its framework is held; 
that 100 men labored at the cutiing and 
laying of this frame. 

Such loving attention to uttail has 
made possible the preservation of the 
three homes mentioned here until our 
times, and will insure their continued 
preservation, barring accidents, for a 
number of years to come. 

Many an Atlantan, I am sure, has 
wished that he could turn back the 
scroll of the years and really see his city 
as it appeared before the devastation 
of the ‘60s, not relying for his impres- 
sions upon the accuracy of the funny 
little sketches appearing in the weeklies 
of that time. How pleasant to know, 
then, that in these houses and several 
others of like period, he may still see 
the old city in the flesh.

NE of the most significant com- 

ments on the Lindbergh baby 

kidnaping was made by the scientist, 
Professor Albert Einstein. He said: 

*“Kidnaping is a sign of lack of san- 
ity in social development and not a 
lack of laws.” 

The startling truth of this statement 
was revealed in certain curious derel- 
opments that immediately followed the 
disappearance of the most famous baby 
in the land. They comprised a spectacle 
of social insanity without precedent. 

When the regular forces of the law 
found themselves baffled by the case, 
we were confronted with the benevolent 
intervention of the underworld. First, 
the Lindberghs were compelled to ap- 
peal directly to racketeers for help. 
Then various gangland figures ex- 
pressed pious rage over the affair. 


To cap the climax of this social fan- 
tasy, Al Capone, convicted Chicago 
cangster and Public Enemy No. 1, 
declared that if -released he might 
be able to succeed where the orderly 
forces of government had failed! 

It might be possible to accept these 
gestures with a certain grim humor if 
they began and ended with the Lind- 
bergh case. But they do not. Consider, 
for instance, this amazing statement, 
made by an attorney for a big New 
York racketeer: 

“Nobody connected with the organ- 
ised criminal element would be inter- 
ested in a kidnaping of the Lindbergh 
sort. The mobs today are engaged in 
what they call ‘legitimate’ rackets.” 

Such a naive attitude is assumed, not 
only by the underworld, but by the 
average cilisen as well. Even our of- 
ficials are so helpless that the only way 
to punish great criminal leaders is 


through the subterfuge of invoking the 
income tax law! 

It would be difficult to particularize 
on the causes of this nightmarish social 
condition. Qne cannot, for instance, 
blame it on any one law or set of laws, 
or on police inefficiency, governmental 
apathy or graft in high places. These 
are but the symptoms, not the causes. 

In a general way, however, it may 
be charged to the distorted, careless 
development of a materialistic civiliza- 
tion. The war contributed toward a 
laxity of soeial restraint. Other con- 
tributing factors were sudden: wealth 
and prosperity, the shifting of social 
standards, the change in moral and 
spiritual values, the assumption of 
money and display as the supreme sign 
of importance. 

All of us, more or less, were caught 
in that hilarious and irresponsible car- 
nival. But the din and excitement was 
so great that we did not realize a sin- 
ister element was taking advantage of 
the national indifference and negli- 
gence. Slowly gangland got a foothold, 
spread out, grew rich and powerful. 
Gradually it turned from one racket to 
another. At first, its affairs were con- 
fined to its own world. Then, seeing 
greater avenues of profit, it became 
bold and greedy and reached out to- 
ward the heedless public itself. 

Out of that development came kid- 
naping. How kidnaping changed from 
an underworld method of intimidation 
between gangsters to a racket affecting 
the public is set forth today by 
Mr. O'Malley. It is one of a series of 
articles based on his nationwide study 
of the kidnaping racket. 

The story he tells is of a secial dis- 
ease—a disease that was allowed care- 
lessly to spread until it touched the 
home of a national hero. 


rival gangs who refused to heed warnings or 
failed to ‘‘come across.”’ 

“‘Hoisting’’ could be used easily as a weapon 
by gangland in its internecine struggles. The vic- 
tims, because of their records, did not dare ap- 
peal for protection to the organized channels of 
the law. When certain hoodlums saw how easily 
they could get away with hoisting among gang- 
sters, they turned to the public. It provided a 
new source of income. 

Thus, during the past three or four years, 
there occurred a long series of kidnapings, reach- 
ing its startling climax with the disappearance 
of the Lindbergh baby. At about the same time 
12-year-old James Dejute, son of a Niles, Ohio, 
contractor was “hoisted.’’ Two days later he was 
found by police alive and well, concealed behind 

a false wall in a house 
not ten miles from his 
home. 

Within less than two 
weeks after his arrest, 
Dowell Hargraves was 
tried and convicted of 
having a partinthe kid- 
naping of young Dejute.

This, however, was only one of many such 
cases I intend to dwell upon more fully later. 
More important at the moment is the story of the 
inception and spread of the hoisting racket. 

Contrary to general belief, intra-gangland 
kidnaping got its biggest spurt, not in Chicago, 
but in Detroit in 1919, under the egis of Johnny 
Reid. Reid was known, and rightly, as “‘Detroit’s 
toughest gangster.”’ He surrounded himself with ~ 
Egan’s Rats, imported from St. Louis, and his 


right-hand man was Fred “Killer” Burke. The 


latter rose to be known as Al Capone’s “chief — 
executioner,” but eventually was convicted of 
murder and sentenced to life imprisonment. 

But Reid was the “‘brains”’ of the outfit. 

Having survived seven bullets in the head, 
alleged to have come from the'gun of a 
dapper gangster of New York notoriety, he 

had come to consider himself immortal. He 

knew his men, just how much of a “shake” 

they could stand, and seldom edged down 

on the original price he set. But he did not 

live long to realize the profits of his lusty 
business. He got too friendly with a cer-

tain gangster’s girl and one night his life was 
written out by the staccato lead of the under- 
world’s “‘typewriter.”’ 

Nevertheless the carefully thought out kid- 
naping rules, plans and modus operandi con- 
ceived by Reid, prevail today. Reid’s death was 
the signal for a break-up in his organization. 
Several individual mobs formed to carry out the 
execution of his plans. 

Then in rapid succession a number of profes- 
sional ‘gamblers, who had been amassing tre- 
rendous fortunes in Detroit's and Chicago’s 
easy-money days, were spirited from their sump- 
tuous homes and elaborate dens. They were con- 
fiued in cleverly secreted ‘‘kidnap castles,”’ lo- 
cated in the lake regions of Michigan’s Oakland 
County. There they were cajoled by hot-cigar 
nds and “water cures” to write notes begging 
leir friends or family to produce money or they 
would be killed. 

Among the victims were William “Doc” Brady, 
1 national figure in betting circles; Al and Mert 
Wertheimer, Meyer Bloomfield, and ‘ Lefty”’ 
‘larke, all exceedingly famous—or infamous— 
ind wealthy in their outlawed professions. Brady 
ind the two Wertheimers paid a total of $150,000 
n ransoms, according to police. 

All of them, for that matter, were willing to 
yay high, wide and handsomely for their free- 

dom. For it was rumored through the 

underworld that a certain hold-out had 

been gyved to a cart-wheel and spun 

around, while the gangsters practiced 

shooting between his twirling arms and 
legs. Another rumor concerned 
a certain “bookie” who had been 
lowered into a hole in the ice of 
a lake until he was willing to 
talk terms. 

The kidnaping racket did not 
hit Chicago hard until about 
1925—six years after Reid had 
established it in Detroit. How 
it really grew and flourished was 
told to me in an exclusive inter- 
view by Roy Steffens, one of the 
aids to Alexander Jamie, who 
for vears was one of the star ex- 
ecutives of the United States 
Secret Service and is now chief 
investigator for the famous 
“Secret Six.”

So 
did insurance rates. So the agencies got busy 
until the business of bank robbing and jewel 
Stealing became a game not worth the effort. 

“The brains that had for years been devoted 
to outwitting the detectives, were now racked for 
other ways of obtaining money. Currency was 
what these men wanted. So they fell in with the 
scattered remnants of Johnny Reid’s human hi- 
jackers. And the hoisting machinery began to 
functiédn suddenly at a surprisingly rapid rate. 
They went after the gamblers, as the gangsters 
already had milked dry the bootleggers and 
others of lesser ‘fry’.”’ 

One of the first gamblers they took in the 
Middle West was Henry Belford, known in 
gambling circles as “Hickory Slim.” Slim was 
something of a craps shooter. He had nicked 
“Nick the Greek’’ Dandolos, probably the most 
reckless and daring gambler in the country, of 
huge sums, once (it was reported) of $200,000 
and again $75,000. 

Belford was kidnaped by four men as he was 
driving his wife home to their apartment in the 
fashionable. Cooper-Carlton Hotel in Chicago. 
Mrs. Belford was left alone in the car as the ab- 
ductors drove off with her husband. But she did 
not report the kidnaping to the police. Instead 
she went directly home.

could not produce that amount. On the second 
day the amount was lowered to $50,000 and fi- 
nally the kidnapers agreed on $25,000. This 
money was paid and Belford was released at 
Homewood, Illinois, two days after his abduction. 

The police were not notified, but word came 
to them through the “grapevine” route and they 
questioned Belford himself. He denied that he 
had paid any money and said that he had never 
seen his abductors before. 

Then followed in quick succession a series of 
kidnapings of gamblers from coast to coast— 
New York, Detroit, Cleveland, Chicago, St. Louis, 
Kansas City, San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
With the coffers of the gamblers pretty well 
drained dry, the ‘‘hoisters’” began to function 
against the labor leaders, holding them under 
threat of death until their unions paid. 

Then they “took’’ members of blue-sky stock 
and bond houses and phoney stock brokers. The 
kidnapers worked in two ways—they collected 
for protection against other kidnapers and then 
another part of the gang collected through the 
actual “‘hoisting.””

the wife of a close friend of Mayor James J. 
Walker, of New York. She had received a kid- 
naping threat. 

A more classical case was that of Miss Caro- 
lyn Widmann, Brooklyn society girl. A thrilling 
drama, with all the color of a mystery plot, and 
all the atmosphere of millions in the background, 
was enacted as she sailed for Europe one day in 
May, 1930. 

Leaving to be presented to the King and 
Queen of England at the Court of St. James, her 
every move was guarded by a squad of private 
detectives. Every move, indeed, was based 
on plans designed to prevent unnamed and 
even unknown persons from attempting to kidnap 
the daughter of Eugene Alfred Widmann. Out- 
wardly, she seemed calm, as she obligingly 
smiled for the ship news photographers.

Another startling-case, which has a direct 
connection with the Lindbergh baby kidnaping, 
was that of Miss Constance Morrow, young sister 
of Mrs. Lindbergh. An extensive plot was laid 
in 1929 to kidnap her and she received a threat 
that she would be “snatched” unless her parents 
produced $50,000. Although.the author of the 
letters was traced to Boston and postal inspectors 
of that district worked for several months on the 
case, it was never solved. 

Another case, in which the daughters of the 
rich were threatened was that of Mary Gwynn 
Vaux and her sister, Ruth, debutante daughters 
of Mr. and Mrs. Richard Vaux, of Ambler, ex- 
clusive suburb of Philadelphia. The two girls 
were placed under the protective eyes of private 
detectives after receiving a demand for money— 
or else. 

An American blonde stage beauty of interna- 
tional fame had a police guard when she played 
Chicago, but the kidnapers chased her all the 
way to Cleveland—without avail. Harry Ricn- 
man, Rudy Vallee and Eddie Cantor are but a 
few of the stars who were threatened. An at- 
tempt even was made to kidnap Jack Dempsey 
at Miami.

HE time has come when we may 
begin to think of filling our win-

dow and porch boxes with the 

beautiful annual plants, such as 
the petunias, illustrated. In fact, unless 
our weather forecaster do.s us wrong, 
it looks as if these plants may be put 
Out of doors now with very little, if any, 
danger of their being injured by frost. 
We saw some of the more courageous 
souls planting these tender annuals more 
than two weeks ago. 

There are some of us who live in 
apartments, and these people must be 
satisfied with a few window boxes and 
ferneries filled with some of these :or- 
geous petunias. They may be planted in 
the same box with ferns and coleus. 


The coleus add a bit of color to the 


fernery or window box that cannot be 
supplied by any other plant, but some- 
how or other, there is not a plant that 
can add the continuous beauty that 
some of the petunias can. 

There is a feeling of happiness that 
always comes when seeing a mass of 
the delicate pink rosy morn petunias 
With their beautiful, delicate rose-color- 
ed throats fading to white at the base. 
These dwarf plants love the sun and 
will bloom continuously throughout the 
summer with no more than ordinary at- 
tention. 

Petunias are heavy feeders, and it is 
almost impossibie to feed them too 
much. For several seasons, our rosy 
morn petunias were not as beautiful, 
their colors not as distinct, ncr their 
foliage as luxuriant and green as should 
have been the case. until we found that 
they were undernourished. I guess they 
were just before having a good case of 
the rickets. 

We started feeding them once a week 
with a small application of good com- 
mercial fertilizer of a 10-4-4 analysis, 
and soon found that this had been the 
whole trouble. The coloring deepened, 
perceptibly; the foliage had a more 
healthy green look: and the bugs seem- 
ed to vanish. From that time on, our 
petunlias were much more beautiful. We 
pass our experience along for what it is 
worth—perhaps you have long ago learn- 
ed that lesson. 

In case of all of the window box or 
fernery plants, it is well to prepare the 


soil thoroughly before the plants are 
placed in the box, for best results. The 
Usual mixture used for best results is 
one part of sheep manure and three 
parts of good, plain, thoroughly mixed 
and sifted top sox. It is also a good plan 
to add a little peat moss and a little 
commercial fertilizer, After the plants 
mre placed in the box, be sure to fer- 
tilize them often, for the very best 
growth, 

Watering is always important and a 
great deal of judgment is necessary to 


keep the soil in the proper condition. 
For beautiful flowers on the plants at 
all times, the soil should never be allow- 
ed to become completely dried out. On 
the other hand, the soil should not stay 
soaking wet, as there is always danger 
of its becoming sour. 

In planting petunias in flower beds, 
or in the flower border, a different set 
of conditions is prevalent, and a little 
different care and planting ts necessary. 
The petunia likes a warm location, all 
t sun there is, and an abundant sup- 
ply of moist, but well drained soil. Water 
logging is not to its liking. Plant pe- 
tunias 18 inches apart to secure maxi- 
mum development. The reward will be 
well worth the misgivings when first set 
out at this distance apart. When it takes 
hold, the petunia is a rapid grower and 
it won't be long before the plants meet. 
This applies particularly to the bedding 
sorts, such as rosy morn. The double 
and fringed sorts are not capable of 
such rampant growth and should be 
planted not more than 10 to 12 inches 
apart. 

One of the greatest troubles that we 
have found in porch boxes and ferneries, 
is the proper selection of plants for these 
boxes. We mean by that, the selection 
of flowers that will grow vigorously in 
the particular location. 

FLOWERS FOR SHADY BOAES. 


The first and most satisfactory plant 
for the shady location, is the fern. All 
of the ferns like a shady, damp location. 
For a vine to trail ovef the edge of this 
box, in a Shady location, we use Wan- 
dering jew. And it is most satisfactory. 
There are few plants that have the 
stateliness of the beautiful, well-kept 
fern. The common Boston fern is one 
of the satisfactory varieties here. The 
begonias also thrive well in boxes, and 
they may be well used in connection 
with the ferns. For a lacy effect, the 
asparagus plumosis fern may be used, 
and it will grow just as satisfactorily as 
the beautiful Boston variety. 


The Crotons are fine foliage plants. 
FOR SUNNY LOCATIONS. 


In the very hot, never shady, always 
sunny locations, the lantana will grow 
to perfection. For some reason this plant 
delights in the sun, and will flower most 
profusely all through the summer. This 
past summer we watched them bloom 
until killing frosts came. Another beauty 
that has a habit of growth most similar 
to this plant, is the verbena. For the 
past three or four years everyone has 
been planting the new beauty of Oxford 
verbena, and it is indeed a t-auty. The 
beautiful rosy, pink flowers appear in 
early spring and continue there until 
frost makes its appearance. But it is 
hard to beat our old friend, the petunia 
after all, 

The color of the rosy morn is liked 
by almost every flower lover, and it will 
flower almost continuously throughout

RESPONSES TO A TAKEOUT DOUBLE 
LESSON NO. 20. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


HENEVER a defending player 
: doubles an opening bid of not 
more than one no-trump or 


not more than two in a suit, 
his partner is forced to take out the 
double (Gif partner has not yet bid), un- 
less the opponent on the doubler's lett 
bids and takes out the double. The part- 
ner of the doubler must respond no mal- 
ter how weak his hand may be. Like- 
wise, Dartner must respond if the open- 
ing bidder doubles after his partner has 
failed to support his opening bid. or if 
the defending doubler, having failed to 
get a response because of an interven- 
ing bid, doubles again 
If the partner of the doubler holds 
1 1-2 honor-tricks or less, he must make 
a simple ‘(non-jump); takeout—a mini- 
mum response no matter how weak his 
hand, unless he is released by an in- 
tervening bid by an opponent.

the combined hands have 5 honor-tricks 
or more. Any partnership holding of 5 
or more honor-tricks promises some 
worthwhile contract if the proper bid 
can be found. If the doubler’s partner 
holds 21-2 honor-tricks or more, it is 
quite possible that game can be bid even 
if the response has to be in a weak 
four-Ccard major. As a matter of fact. a 
jump takeout in a weak four-card major 
is the only instance in contract in which 

player is justified in making a jump 
bid on a non-biddable suit. He should 
remember that the doubler is ready to 
stand behind any response he makes. 
even to the extent of taking out in an- 
other suit, if necessary. 

Notice, particularly, that a no-trump 
response to a take-out double shows 
strength. It must not be confused with 
a “negative” minimum nho-trump re- 
sponse to an opening bid by the open- 
ing bidder's partner. A no-trump re- 
sponse to a takeout double promises at 
least 1 honor-trick, making 4 or more 
honor-tricks in the combined hands. and 
& stopper in the opponents’ suit. There 
is certainly nothing “negative” about 
such a@ response!

There is no danger of the baby or the 
dog, or cat, or what have you, in your 
home, injuring themselves by mistaking 
this liquid for fine food. Too, these 
sprays are equally efrective when used 
to combat the chewing in:*cts. As a 
matter of fact, now that we have this 
spray, we often wonuer just what was 
used before the discovery of the use of 
pyrethrum, for insects of various kinds. 


The fernery that is kept within the 
house has a problem all its own. There 


are plants that seem to be suited for 
the strange conditions that exist there. 
The most popular and easiest grown otf 
these plants is the Boston fern. It 
thrives under these conditions, and with 
the aid of a little feeding from time to 
time in the shape of some good fertilizer, 
will grow as well in the house as in its 
usual home. It is important that the 
fernery be Kept moist at all times, but 
it is best for the soil never to become 
sloppy wet. 

For the protection of your home, and 
for the good of the plants themselves, 
it is best to equip these ferneries with 
self-watering boxes. These may be se- 
cured at practically the same cost as the 
wooden boxes and will give the home 
perfect protection from the water, and 
the plants will grow fine. 

Another favorite in the fernery is 
dracena. This plant has long, slender 
leaves, the central ones standing almost 
erect, and the lower outside leaves 
drooping gracefully. ‘The leaves are of 
several Shades of green, the coloring 
being in the direction of the leaf. It is 
most effective when used as @ center- 
piece for the fernery. Sometimes these 
plants have yellow and red centers, but 
this is not the usual case. 

The begonias will grow to advantage 
in a fernery used in the house, and they 
are particularly effective used along 
with ferns. In the bed that is filled 
with these annuals in the regular flower 
garden, there is one point that is well 
to bear in mind. This important point 
has to do with the supply of water. All 
of the flowers that we have mentioned 
are big water-drinkers. At the same time 
they prefer a well-drained location. For 
this reason we would like to state that 
our experience has been that the addi- 


tion of peat moss will tend to correct 
this tendency of the ground to dry out 
during the middle of summer. 

The method that is generally followed 
in the crse of the average flower bed, 
is to cover the bed with this peat moss 
to a depth of one-half an inch. This 
peat moss is thoroughly worked into the 
soil with the use of a spading fork. The 
addition of peat moss to the soil makes 
thé soil more friable, and everyone is 
surprised with the improvement it makes 
in the flowers. It helps to hold the 
proper amount of moisture, and at the 
same time does not let the soil sour. 

While we are enjoying these flowers 
in our minds and planning their use, 
let's carefully consider the types that are 
best suited to places in which they will 
be used. Very often a great mass of one 
sort of flowers will be much more ef- 
fective than the use of a number of dif- 
ferent sorts. In otkor words, a bed of 
gorgeous dwarf rosy morn petunias will 
produce a most striking effect. Also, a 
bed of the new Oxford verbena will 
make such a show that it will be the 
talk of every casual passer-by. At the 
same time, two beds that are mixed bee 
tween the two flowers will nu. make the 
show that the separate beds are capabel 
of making. 

If your decision is to plant these 
flowers right away, be sure to start 
right. It will save much trouble later 


on this summer. Have the soil in good 
shape. If it is possible, use some fresh 
woods earth with which there has been 
added a generous measure of sheep ma- 
nure and bone meal. At the time that 
the plants are ~'aced in the box or bed, 
add a good feeding of commercial fer- 
tilizer. This feeding should be repeated 
about once each week for the very best 
results. 

Not long ago we learned a lesson from 
an old plant grower about geraniums. 


He said that if they are left in the pots 
in wnich they have been started in the 
greenhouse, usually a three or four-inch 
pot, they will bloom better. This pot may 
be sunk into the flower bed or window 
box. His theory was that if the roots had 
too much space, all of the growth would 
go into roots rather than into blooms. 
After all, we are not interested in big 
roots, but in beautiful blossoms.

SATURDAY: 


Wonder why it is more gardeners don't 
go in for lilacs hereabouts? Our great 
grandmothers had them. Hazel Hankin- 
son in her delightful little poem, “Pansies 
are for thoughts, but lilacs are for mem- 
ories.” tells about the pioneers “on this 
new untried shore, who planted each @ 
lilac bush beside the kitchen door.” 
“And now 
Those pioneers are gone; 

No home remains save cellar wall; 
Logs ready for the final fall; 

Those grounds, perchance, are grown to 

weeds, 
Those lives are hero lore, 
But lilacs bloom and bloom again 
Where once was kitchen door.” 

’Pears to me they're worth taking a 
good bit of trouble to grow. One nursery- 
man told me lilacs were too notionate 
to bother with. Said they liked weather 
they could count on—not summery wWin- 
ters and wintry summers—and preferred 
a lighter soil than ours in this locality. 
But—if they did well for you, they did 
exceedingly well. They're so lovely—what 
if they are troublesome—here'’s one gar- 
dener who’s going to have ‘em. 

There’s a double white lilac, Ellen 
Will-mott, that looks as though it might 
be persuaded to grow down south. The 
lilacs most of us are familiar with are 
the French lilacs, but about 22 species 
are now known, and it is possible to en- 
joy these old-fashioned garden beauties 
for several months, if different sorts 
are planted. It is said the Lutece lilac 
is the best of the new race of garden 
lilacs. It far excels both its ancestors, 
Syringa henryi and Syringa villosa, in 
beauty and ornamental value. The enor- 
mous light purple to pinkish lilac buds 
and florets have to be seen to be appre- 
ciated, and coming after the French 
lilacs fade, makes it still more notice- 
able. Of course, lilacs must be planted 
in the fall months. 


SUNDAY NIGHT: 


Planted last week’s quota of gladiolas 
on Friday. In two weeks the next batch 
goes in. Some of the bulbs just set out 
were unusually large and fine. A few 
would barely squeeze into the top of a 
teacup. Their blossoms, of course, will 
be the large, exhibition sort. Many gladi- 
olus fans prefer the smaller, daintier 
Primulinus hybrids. In fact, there ap- 
pears to exist among “glad” growers 
much the same sort of controversy as 
among the rosarians with their “budded” 
and “own root” talk. Of course, with the 
“glad” fans, its “large flowered” or 
“Prims.” 


At the last gladiolus show heid in Bos- 
ton, the 25 varieties listed herewith, re- 
ceived the most votes: Mr. W. H. Phipps, 


Minuet, Coryphee, Mrs. Leon Douglas, 
Marmora, Dr. F. E. Bennett, Pfitzer’s 
Triumph, Betty Nuthall, Picardy, Long- 
fellow, Orange Queen, Aflame, Mother 
Machree, Ethelyn, Berty Snow, Prince 
of India, Anna Eberius, Joerg’s White, 
Mrs. F. C. Peters, Baron Hulot, Fern 
Kyle, Mme. Curie, Golden Dream, Prim- 
rose, Princess and Gloriana, 

Before planting, gladiolus bulbs may 
be soaked in warm water at a tempera- 
ture Of 112 degrees jor 20 minutes to 
kill trips. The Husks need not be re- 
moved. As soon as growth has started, 
any good fertilizer may be scattered near 
the plants and carefully worked in, but 
not allowed to touch the foliage. 

Set gladiolus at a depth of four inches 
to the top of the corn. There should be 
enough cultivation to keep weeds down, 
but it should be shallow. Gladioli will 
bloom freely without artificial watering, 
but larger flowers will be produced when 
there is ample moisture.

College Girl’s Search 
For Tribal Secrets of 
Indians Ends in Death 


BY PETER LEVINS. 


HE girl would not take the 
warnings seriously. Her great 
enthusiasm for the work 
overshadowed everything 
else. She was cetermined to learn 
the innermost secrets of the Apache 
tribe, most untamed of all American 
Indians, and she did not see how 
she could make much headway ex- 
cept to mix with them alone, and 
make trips around the reservation 
alone. 
“I’m not afraid,” she insisted, “I 
am making friends with them.” 


True, she couldn’t seem to make 
any headway with the women mem- 
bers of the tribe—they were a 
strange, suspicious, uncommunica- 
tive lot. But the men—they were 
nice to her. They were her friends. 


Henrietta Schmerler, 23 years old, 
took up her abode in that iso‘ated 
region near White River, Ariz., late 
last June, An ardent student, she 
had been taking a special course in 
anthropology and ethnology at Co- 
lumbia University. and she had 
earned a summer s.olarship which 
gave her @ field trip to the Indian 
country of Arizona. 

“T want to live right among 
them,” she told William Donner, 
superintendent of the Apache reser- 
vation. “I want to find things about 
them that no one else has ever 
found out. I plan to write about my 
researches here.” 

Donner told her he was sorry but 
she would not be permitted to live 
on the reservation. Accordingly she 
hired a shack close to the border 
of the reservation and lived there 
alone. She set about her work with 
the greatest vigor and enthusiasm, 
going among the Indians, wearing 
their costumes, attending their 
“devil dances” and other ceremonies. 

“You are taking great chances, 
young woman,” Donner told her. 

“I can take care of myself. And 
besides, the men are very nice to 
me.” 


REGARDED BY SQUAWS 
AS AN INTERLOPER. 


“Exactly. I do not think you 
realize that you are arousing the 
lealousy of the women. They re- 
gard you as an interloper. They 
want to know why you should come 
among them, prying and taking 
notes.”

is in the midst of an isolated sec- 
tion. (In that: same wild country 
Geronimo, Apache chieftain, mas- 
sacred #& company of scouts and 
soldiers and started his campaign 
of terror in 1872.) Many of the 
Indians took part in the hunt. 


Late on the afternoon of the 24th 
the search came to an end. 

The ,sirl was found, violated and 
stabbed, in a dry wash half a mile 
from Fort Apache and five miles 
from White River. A posse of 25 
Indians, led by Deputy Sheriff 
George Woolford, came upon first 
her fountain pen, flashlight and 
pocketbook, scattered along the 
ravine, and then found the body. 
There were signs of a fierce struggle, 
but little else could be deduced at 
the scene, for it had rained since 
her disappearance. 


SIGNS INDICATED 
A TERRIFIC STRUGGLE, 


She had been stabbed in the neck 
and cut on the head and shoulders. 
Also, her body bore other bruises, 
and her clothes were torn, indicating 
how she must have fought her be- 
trayer and murderer. 

Sheriff Divelbess, informed of the 
discovery, forbade moving the body 
until the arrival of the coroner from 
Holbrook, 75 miles away. After the 
coroner reached the scene, the 
corpse was placed on a pony and 
taken to White River. 

The authorities, of course, leaped 
into action—county, state, and fed- 
eral. Seven Apaches and a white 
man, W. R. Warner, a painter, 
who the girl had known, were ar- 
rested. Officials thought that very 
likely Miss Schmerler had been am- 
bushed by several men. All were 
freed the next day, the sheriff ad- 
mitting that the police had no real 
clue to the killer or killers. 

Donner said, “The Indians are 
anxious to help but we haven't 
found a thing.” 

United States District Attorney 
John C. Gung’ put several under- 
cover men to work, saying, “we are 
going to start at the very beginning 
of the case and go over all the clues. 
It is unfair to condemn the Apache 
tribe because this brutal killing took 
place on its reservation.” 

From Washington came word that 
Commissioner Rhoads, of the Indian 
bureau, had ordered a complete re- 
port of the murder. 

But all efforts availed nothing. 
Questioning of the Indians brought 
only grunts and negative shakes of 
the head. The police felt that it 
was more than likely that the guilty 
party or parties might be found 
among the young bucks of the tribe, 
but they could make no headway 
in their inquiry. White man talkk— 
Indian never talk .. 

“The case seems impossible of so- 
lution,” announced Sheriff Divel- 
bess on July 29, 11 days after the 
girl vanished. 

But there were to be developments 
in this case. The government, smack 
up against that wall of silence, de- 
cided that there was only one man 
who could solve the riddle, if its 
answer was *- be gleaned from the 
Apaches themselves. That man was 
Special Agent J. A. Street, the gov- 
ernment sieuth who solved. the 
Osage insurance murders in 1925. 


Street, a native of Ripley, Mass., 
moved to Tucumcari, N. M.. his 
present home, in 1896. He was sher- 
iff of Quay county for 10 vears and 
was a member of the New Mexico 
mounted police for six years, going 
to work for the federal department 
of justice in 1922. In his long ex- 
perience in that region he learned 
the Indian tongues—and the Indian 
mind. 

He was assigned to the Schmerler 
case in August by R. H. Colvin. 
special agent in charge of the El 
Paso office. He went to the reser- 
Vation, posing as a cattle buyer, 
never revealing the fact that he un- 
derstood the Apache dialects. 

Por weeks his superiors did not 
hear from Street. They began to 
fear that he might have learned the 
secret of the murder and been si- 
lenced. 

But he had begun to find the 
faint trail, and to follow it. A word 
here and there, a whispered con- 
versation among the young men, a 
quick exchange of looks—and Ageut 
Street began to suspect that one 
Goiney (Mac) Seymour, a broad- 
faced herdsman, had murdered 
Henrietta Schmerier. 

But it was the merest hint at {irst. 
Street had to build up evidence out 
of thin air. He therefore discarded 
his pose as @ cattle buyer and an- 
nounced frankly that he was an in- 
vestigator and was after Seymour. 

Toward the end of October, while 
the special agent's superiors were 
beginning to wonder what had hap- 
pened to him, Street concentrated 
on Robert Gatewood, @ brother-in- 
law of Golney Seymour, and by the 
most subtle methods managed to 
glean certain d ‘ails regarding the 
tragedy. Gatewood was anything but 
garrulous but—he dropped hints. 
And from these hints Street built 
his case.

Then he summoned Golney Sey- 
mour to him, seated him in a chiir 
opposite him and began to describe 
the murder of Henrietta Schmeriler

“We went on past the seven-mile 
canyon.” said the herdsman, “and 
we turned off on the trail that leads 
in south of the old Fort Apache 
cemetery and goes south of the Fort 
Apache town. We came to a little 
canyon where there is a flume that 
crosses the canyon.

my arm around her neck and 
stabbed her.

Seymour and Gatewood were both 
locked up pending the trial, which 
began the following March 14, in 
Globe, Ariz. The government was 


represented by John Gung’ and the 
defense attorney was John P. 
Dougherty. The defense was being 
financed largely by an elderly 
Apache, the wealthiest man of the 
tribe, known in the records as 
“R-14.” (Many of the Indians were 
known merely by numbers because 
their native names were not pro- 
nounceable by white men.) 


Dougherty said he would seek to 
justify the killing, or at least show 
exten uating circumstances. He 
stressed the defendant's child-like 
mind and the sophisticated view- 
point of the New York colle-:> grad- 
uate. He insisted that Seymour had 
misunderstood the girl's actions, 


physician, testified that when found 
the body of Miss Schmerier lay on 
its back. He said the clothing was 
vorn away except for the boots and 
stockings, and ‘thet the wide skirt 
hed been twisted about the shoul- 
ders and above the head. Death had 
been caused by 2a knife wound four 
inches long and two inches deep in 
the back of the neck. 

The government rested its case 
after reading Seymour's confession 
into the record. 

Defense Attorney Dougherty in 
his opening pictured Seymour as 
@ man crushed by remorse, whose 
credulity and primitive mind had 
been exploited by a woman who 
was his mental and emotional su- 
perior. “He killed by accident in 
self-defense,” said the attorney. 


SEYMOUR CHANGES 
HIS STORY ON STAND. 


The defendants wife took the 
stand and stated she saw him 
drinking on the’ afternoon of the 
tragedy. Later she saw him at the 
dance, she said. and he was drunk. 
She denied somebody had told her 
to give this testimony. 


Seymour himself then took the 
stand. His story now was not the 
same as the story he gave to Spe- 
cial Agent Street... 

He~said. that “he Greink some 
liquor with his brother-in-law on 
the afternoon of the killing. Later 
he went to Miss Schmerler’s cab-
